TAXING AU'l 0$. 


MAYOR AVERY'S ordinance for a «: 


cm automobiles, introduced yesterday, is 
right in principle but wrong in its applica- 
tion. 
The Qty needs additional revenue 


and must devise new means of getting it. 
There is no objection to a fair tax on 
motor vehicles, for it is admitted that they 
do more damage to the streets than horse- 
drawn vehicles. The tractive force of rap- 
idly-moving rubber tires is tremendous and 
adds considerably to the cost of joad re- 
pairs. 


But the Mayor's ordinance provides for 


a tax so high that it would be unjust. He 


- would assess two-passenger carsj 10 a year, 


with $2.50 additional for each extra seat. 
Thus the owner of a five-passenger car 
would pay a tax of £17.50 a year, and that 
of a seven-passenger car $22.50. 
It is 


doubtful whether so stringent an ordinance 
can pass the Council at any rate, it ought 
not to. 


We suggest as an alternative a fifty per 


cent reduction in these rates and a rigid 
enfonrment of the present ordinance 


• against fast driving. If all the joy riders, 


speed maniacs and other habitual violators 
of the speed ordinance were haled into 
court and fined the maximum amount the 
present financial stringency at the City 
Hall wo»kl be considerably relieved. As A 
revenue prodvcff it jiwM beat to* Mayor's 
plan. 


COM- MINE DISASTERS. 


THE coroner's jury which investigated 


the coal mine disaster at Starkville on Oc- 
tober 8, in which fifty-six lives were lost, 
lias returned what seems 16 be the only 
verdict possible under the circumstances. 
Investigation shortly after the disaster 
made it plain that the mine had not been 
kept in safe condition, and this was con- 
tinued by the evidence adduced affhe in- 
quest. The jury's finding is that the dis- 
aster was the result of gross negligence on 
the part of the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Company, owjjjng the property, in failing 
properly to sprinkle Rnd clean the mine in 


with the laws of the State. 


Happih, progre.ss along 


all lines is being made. The 
creation ot the Federal Bu- 
reau of Mines was an im- 
portant step and the experi- 


ments that have been going on for several 
months under its direction promise val- 
uable results in the shape of exact knowl- 
edge of the causes and effects of mine ex- 
plosions. Already these tests have proved 
that coal dust is of itself explosive, a fact 
hitherto hardly suspected, and there is rea- 
son to believe that the application of this 
knowledge will be the means of preventing 
repetition of the disasters, unquestionably 
numerous, that have been due to the ac- 
cumulation of dry coal dust. 


In several mining states serious atten- 


tion is being given to the question of ef. 
fective mining laws, and state officials are 
showing more disposition to see'that they 
are lived up to. An earnest of what cart 
be done and needs to be done in this dirac- 
tion was given in one of the eastern states 
a few days ago when two officials of a 
mining company were convicted of enter- 
ing their property under conditions pro- 
scribed by law and were heavily fined. This, 
according to press dispatches, was the first 
conviction of the kind in that state. '' 


Just nowT in this state, attention js be- 


ing given to revision of the mining laws. 
That is*H very well, but the fact is, as the 
state commissioner of mines recently ob- 
served, that Colorado has good laws now 
and what is needed is enforcement of Uiem. 
Had the law been observed in the Stark- 
ville mine, tbe explosion which claimed 
fifty-six lives would in all likelihood not 
have occurred, and the inquest into the 
Delagua holocaust, which snuffed out sev- 
enty-nine lives, will not Improbably war- 
rant a similar assertion.
